LETTER under 37 C.F.R. S 1.312 Addressing The Declaration 

Sir: 

In item #2 of the Notice of Allowance dated September 14, 2005, the Examiner 
states that the substitute declaration filed on December 20, 2004 was deficient. It is 
further noted that the Examiner stated that the originally filed declaration was 
improper because the title on the original declaration did not match the title identified 
in the specification. The originally submitted declaration is believed to be proper as it 
properly identifies the original application by the proper PCT application number and 
therefore accurately identifies the application. A copy of the original declaration is 
enclosed. In other words, an improper title does not make the declaration defective 
if it is properly identified by the proper PCT application number. Therefore, the 
originally filed declaration is believed to be proper.
